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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant should note that the amendment is not in proper format since the status 
identifiers are not correct.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-6, 8-15, 17-23, 25-32, 34, 44 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,585,155 to Heikkila et al. as in the 
previous office action. Claim 45 is rejected for reasons cited in the rejection of claim 1 . 

Claims 7, 16, 24 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,585,155 to Heikkila et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,344,268 B1 to Stuckey et al. as in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the instant application requires no external 
reinforcement. However, the applicant should note that negative limitations are merely 
degradations of the structure of the prior art. What the instant application needs or does 
not need, is functional. The claims of the instant application are examined on their 
structure and if the prior art meets the structural limitations of the instant application, 
then it may be capable of use in such a manner as that of the application. Claiming a 
desired result must be substantiated within the claims by including a structure which 
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may allow the application to attain these desired results while differentiating from the 
prior art. As the claims stand, the basic claim structure is met by the prior art.
